Mr. Cabrera said there was inserted in the new Constitu-

YorkJI—200 New Cases,

Any of the coral, hedge hog 
or spiny fungl, all of the puff balls, 
also any mushroom whose gills be- 
come brown; mushrooms having

Nquid when mature are edible, Many 


mushrooms with white gills are also 
edible, but care must be taken to he 
labsolutely certain that they have no 
poison cup or volva—a sure sign 
that they are bofsonous.——Havelock 
Standard.

Toronto, Sapt, 28.—A_ versatilo In- 
yentor is “J.-C: McLachlan, of 263!) 
Ossington avenue. 

Soon after war broke out Mr. Mc-, 
Lachlan, who in his younger days 
invented the knotting apparatus In 
the present day self-binders, a gaso- 
line farm tractor, a marine gasoline 
engine, and several electrical de- 
vices which are still in use, created 
a furore by producing nolseless and 
smokeless gunpowder.
